B rs'an a re w orking is believed to be 
ta o re th an a n y suggestions h eretofore 
tn ad e for th e pacification of th e South­ 
ern republic. 
H igh officials of the g ov ernm ent d e­ 
clared th a t th e purposes and aim s of 
th e g ov ern m en t had been explained 
Sn th e p re sid e n t’s speeches a t S w a rth ­ 
m ore, Pa., and Mobile, Ala. 
T he A m erican go v ern m en t’s course 
o f action will be em bodied in a for- 
anal note, which it is expected will set 
fo rth the principle th a t constitutional 
g o v e rn m e n t alone m ust be established 
©ut of tile chaos in Mexico, and will 
su gg est m eans for accom plishing th at 
purpose. 
Although th e state d e p a rtm e n t has 
n o t been inform ed officially of th e re- 
im rted purpose of G eneral H uerta to 
d ecla re G eneral B lanquet having been 
(elected it is certain th a t in line w ith 
ipreviou8 declarations th e election of 
la s t Sunday will not be recognized as 
constitutional. 
T he inability of the H u e rta govern­ 
m e n t to con du ct a constitutional elec­ 
tion, it Is thought, will lead the A m er­ 
ican go v ern m en t to suggest a m ethod

T he com m ittee passed over for later 
action th e proposition to su b stitu te a 
cen tral 
go vernm en t controlled bank 
for the regional bank plan in th e bill, 
on which th e m em bers w ere evenly di­ 
vided, and proceeded to perfect the 
details of th e m easure. 
T h e complexion of th e proposed fed­ 
eral reserve board was m aterially al­ 
tered by am en dm ents adopted and it 
probably will be fu rth e r changed. 
It w as decided to increase th e m em ­ 
bership of th e board from seven, as 
fixed in th e house bill, to nine, and to 
elim inate th e secretary of agriculture 
and th e com ptroller of the cu rren cy 
from service on th e board. 
A nother am en d m en t is pending to 
take off the board th e secretary of the 
treasu ry and to rem ove all ex-offlcio 
m em bers. 
T he com m ittee decided to a rran g e 
th e te rm s so th a t one m em b er’s serv­ 
ice would expire each year. 
T his pro­ 
vision is designed to m eet th e dem and 
th a t th e service of m em bers of the 
board be given continuity to enable 
them to profit by th eir experience on 
th e board. 
It was decided to elim inate the or­ 
ganization com m ittee proposed by the 
house bill and to have the federal 
reserv e board appointed im m ediately, 
with th e pow er to organize and place 
in 
operation 
any 
system 
devised, 
w h eth e r a central bank or a regional 
bank schem e, is finally agreed upon.

H ave you noticed som ething strange, 
som ething different.

President W ilton consented to make 
speeches since he becam e president. 
Everybody rem em bers that both Roose­ 
velt and T aft w ere w illing to talk al­ 
m ost any tim e and would make long 
Journeys to do so. 
W ith W ilson it Is 
different. 
Secretary Bryan is sent to speak for 
the p r e s id e n t s one place or another.
